Psychologist Is Well 
Received By Capacity 
Audience Sunday Night 


Using as a foundation for his lecture 
& quotation from Edgar A. Guest, 


“Success ts found in the Sou! of You,” 
Georges Henri Le Barr, character an- 
alyst, talked to a capacity audience in 
the Memorial Hall last night on “The 
Psychology of Success,” or “How to 
Obtain What You Want.” The Iiec- 
ture was the first in a series of six to 
be given every night at eight o'clock 
up to next Saturday, after which a 
course of lessons in character analysis 
and practical psychology will be con- 
ducted. 

M. Le Barr is French, and has a 
marked French accent, but he ad- 
justs his English to the audience re- 
markably well. 

Three Essentials of Success 

The three essentials that lead to 
success, according to the speaker, are: 
The talent that one posseses, the cul- 
tivation or education of that talent, 
and loving one's work.

of Sacks 


Cones Ready For Export. 


NEW WESTMINSTER, B. C., July 
30.—Steamer, rail, motortruck and 
Waggon are bringing in-thousands of 
sacks of cones o1 bitka spruce, west- 
ern red cedar, western hemlock and 
other trees and in a few weeks the 
extracted seeds will be shippd away to 
the markets of the world, chiefly 
within the British Emptre. 


This city possesses one of the larg- | 


est tree seed plants on the continent 
maintained by the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

The work of seed collecting from a 
small beginning in 1917, has grown to 
large proportions and today is assist- 
ing in building up forests in many 
parts of the Empire. New Zealand 
in particular, is supplied each year 
with large quantities of Canadian tree 
seed and smaller quantities are ship- 
ped to Australia and elsewhere 

The crop of seed 
for each species from year to year 
During last season, taking all species 
as @ whole, the crop was only medium 
Of the three species most in demand- 
Sitka Spruce, Douglas Fir and Western 


Yellow Pine—only the Sitka Spruce | 


produced a satisfactory supply. The 


s coast variety of the Douglas Fir, whict 


for several years has not borne abun- 
dently, during the last season pro- 
duced practically no crop. Following 
a bumper crop itn 1926, the Western 
Yellow Pine also yielded but little 
seed. From the 1926 crop, however 
more than 5,800 pounds ofthis seed 
was supplied to New Zealand alone.

LILLOOET, B.C., July 30.—Citizens 
of this old mining town are rejoicing 
in the death of a monster grizzly that 
for months has been terrorizing the 
neighborhood with its nightly depre- 
dations.

The bear was not 
a true grizzly, having a strain of cin- 
namon. although having the appear- 
ance of the king of the British Colum- 
bia wilds.

Anthropologist Tells

| the calculations of Ussher, which are 
| adopted in the Bible, placed the crea- 
tion about 4,000 years ago. Moderr 
| research has placed the time at nearer 
| 15,000,000 years 

“So it becomes a matter of compu- 
tation to find out how long the world 
has been in existence.” he declared 
‘This naturally stretches the age of 
man. It could not have been before 
the time of the mammals, and man 
could be traced back to the tertiary 
age. Men's time period on the earth 
is something about 15,000,000 or 20.- 
000,000 years.”

Fall wheat is 
now being cut in the southern part of the 
province and in many districts spring 
wheat will be mature in three weeks. The 
conditions generally were never bette at 
this stage in the season, and the acreage 
never so large. 

MAKING ARMAMENT NEEDLESS 

Representatives of fifteen countries 
are to meet in Paris in a few weeks to 
sign the treaty by which these states will 
bind themselves to exclude war fram their 
calculations as a possible means of pro- 
moting national interests. In effect the 
signatories will thus pledge themselves to 
oniy take up arms in self-defence. As the 
countries which have agreed to sign in- 
ciude most of those which could with any 
show of reason expect to make gains of 
territory or power through a policy of ag- 
gressive militarism, their mutual agree- 
ment to use force only for self-protection 
should be followed by a drastic voluntary 
reduction of armaments on the part of 
European countries, Japan and the United 
States. The extent to which that occurs 
will be a test of the good faith of the con- 
tracting parties.

LUMBER PRODUCTION IN 
CANADA 

The fina! prinied report on the lum- 
ber industry in Canada in 1926 has 
just been issued by the Dominion 
Bureau cf Statistics at Ottawa where 
it can be secured on application. The 
report is not only of interest to those 
engaged in lumbering and its allied 
industries but will be found of value 
to forestry students and all those in- 
terested in the conservation of one of | 
our most important natural resources. | 
While the general figures have already 
been published in preliminary reports | 
the details are now given for the first 
time in a complete bilingual report 

The report shows an increase in the 
total cut of lumber of sbout seven per 
cent with an increase of over twenty 
per cent in the case of British Colum- 
bia and smaller increases or decreases 
in the eastern provinces. In 1908 
British Columbia contributed less than 
a fifth of the Dominion tota! but 
1926 this proportion was over fifty

There is something tenderly sweet 
about those things which people bring 
from the old home to the new; a 
fragrance of well-remembered days 
that never quite fades.

Sage your scalp daily to stimulate the 
circulation and give your hair an air 
bath. Avoid tight, hot hats. Give 
your hair and scalp a warm oj! treat- 
ment with olive of] before your sham- 
poo. ‘Here is a special hair tonic for 
graying hair: Two drams nux vomica, 
ten drops oll of bergamot, two drams 
sulphate of iron, Punce cologne 
water, 1 dram tincture of capsicum, 
two ounces bay rum, two ounces dis- 
tilled water. Shake well before ap- 
plying to your scalp with a medicine 
dropper. Massage well after the ap- 
plication. Use this tonic twice & 
week. (2) Doctors disagree as to the 
advisability of using ray treatments 
for superfluous hair, In the absence 
of medical agreement on this point, 
{t is probably safer to resort to elec- 
trolysis.
